Bob Stull 


Director of Athletics 


Bob Stull's initial strategic plan resulted in unprecedented growth and achievement for UTEP Athletics. Phase two of his strategic plan -- which is 
curently being implemented -- isdesigned to take the Miners to even greater levels of excellence. 


UTEP's football coach from 1986-88, Stull took overasthe school's Director of Athleticsin 1998. Hisretum hasproduced a myriad of accomplishments, 
most notably: 


¢ The football team making three bowl appearances, including two under the direction of former National Coach of the Year Mike Price 
¢ The men's basketball program reaching postseason play in six of the last seven seasons, including the NCAA Tournament in 2004, 2005 and 2010 
¢ The women's basketball team enjoying a record-setting 2007-08 campaign, notching 28 victories and earning rankings in both top-25 polls 


¢ The women's Volleyball team earning its first-ever NCAA Tournament bid in 2005 and scoring a first round upset of Texas in Austin 


¢ The cross country and track and field squads capturing 11 conference titles over the last six years. The UTEP women finished seventh at the 2010 
NCAA Track and Field Championships both indoors and outdoors 


Team success, however, doesn't even begin to tell the story of the impact Stullhasmade at UTEP. Student-athlete graduation rateshave soared since 
his arrival. Existing facilities have been renovated, and sparkling new buildings-- once a pipe dream -- have taken shape. 


Stullspearheaded UTEP'stransition from the Westem Athletic Conference -- the Miners home forover 30 years-- into Conference USA. Asa memberof 
C-USA UTEP has maintained rivalries with state institutions Houston, Rice and SMU, while benefiting from increased regional and national exposure. 


Stull's greatest achievement off the playing field has been widespread enhancements to UTEP's athletic facilities. The $11 million, 65,000-square 
foot Lary K. Durham Sports Center opened in 2002 and features a 10,000-square foot strength and conditioning center, a sports medicine center, 
a student-athlete lounge and computer center; a football locker room; football coaches' offices; football positional meeting rooms; and a "Hall of 
Champions’ which is utilized for numerous athletic department functions. 


In 2005 construction wascompleted on the state-of-the-art, $2.2 million Helen of Troy Softball Complex. Not only doesthe breathtaking facility serve 
as a home to UTEP's newest athletic team, but it also houses coaches' offices and locker rooms for softball and Volleyball. 


The latest addition to UTEP's athletic department kingdom is the Foster Stevens Basketball Center, which opened in the spring of 2009. The $14.6 
million, 43,000-square foot facility features two practice courts, strength and conditioning center, sports medicine center, academic/film room, 
coaches' offices, locker rooms, equipment room and lounges for the UTEP men's and women's basketball programs. 


Stull rejoined the UTEP family after a 10-year absence. He came to El Paso from the University of Washington, where he served as associate athletic 
director for development for two seasons. While at Washington Stull coordinated the development and fund-raising areas for the UW Athletic 
Department. 


What Stull is best known for is his coaching exploits on the gridiron, especially asa head coach at Massachusetts, UTEP and Missouni. 


At Massachusetts Stull went 3-8 in his first year, then improved to 7-4 in 1985, with the nation's second-ranked scoring defense (11.5 points per 
game). 


Stull amived in El Paso in 1986 and immediately produced dividends. From 1971 to 1985 UTEP football teams went through six head coaches and 
posted just 26 wins. In just three years with the Miners, Stull's charges won 21 games and saw postseason action for the first time since 1967. 


Stull guided the Miners to a 10-2 regular-season record and a second place finish in the Western Athletic Conference in 1988. UTEP played in the Independence Bowl that year. 


Stull took over Missoun's football program in December, 1988. He also wasselected National Coach of the Week following the Tigers’ 30-9 upset of 15th-ranked Arizona State. Probably the most-publicized game of Stull'scareer 
was the historic "fifth-down" contest against eventual national champion Colorado. 


Stull bstarted his collegiate coaching careerasa graduate assistant at Kansas State, hisalma mater After Kansas State Stull moved on to Kent State, where he was the offensive line coach and recnuiting coordinator from 
1971-74. 


Next came his long-running association with Washington, as Stull worked underhead coach DonJ ames. He wasa part of six bowl teamsand three Pac-10 championship squads. The Huskies participated in the Rose Bowl three 
times (1978, 1980, 1981), and beat Texas, 14-7, in the 1979 Sun Bowl in El Paso. 


A native of Davenport, lowa, Stull holds bachelors and master's degrees from Kansas State, where he waSsa three-year letterman and captained the Wildcats in 1967. 


Stull and his wife, Kim, have two children -- daughter Shannon, a University of Texas graduate, and son Kevin, who graduated from Arizona State. 


Dr. Diana Natalicio 


Diana Natalicio wasnamed president of UTEP in 1988. During herlong and distinguished career 
with the University, Dr. Natalicio has served as vice president for academic affairs, dean of 
liberalarts, chairofthe modem languagesdepartmentand professor of linguistics. Hersustained 
commitment to provide all residents of the Paso del Norte region access to outstanding higher 
education opportunities has made UTEP a national success story. 


During Dr. Natalicio’s tenure as president, UTEP’s enrollment has grown to more than 21,000 
students, who reflect the demographics of the Paso del Norte region from which 90 percent of 
them come: More than 75 percent are Mexican American, and another 6 percent commute 
to the campus from Ciudad J udrez, Mexico. UTEP’s annual budget has increased from $65 
million to more than $350 million, since 1988. UTEP isdesignated asa research/doctoral-intensive 
university, recognized nationally for both the excellence and breadth of its academic and 
research programs. UTEP’s extemally funded research expenditures have grown from $6 million 
to nearly $60 million peryear and doctoral programsfrom one to 16 during thissame period. To 
accommodate steady growth in enrollment, academic programsand research, the university is 
currently managing more than $250 million in facilitiesexpansion projectsin science, engineering 
and health sciences. 


Dr. Natalicio serves on the board of trustees of the Rockefeller Foundation and on the board 
of directors of Trinity Industries, the American Council on Education and the National Action 
Council for Minorities in Engineering. She has served on the board of govemors of the U.S- 
Mexico Foundation for Science, the NASA Advisory Committee (NAC), the boards of the Sandia 
Corporation and Intemet2, and wasappointed by President George H.W. Bush asa member of 
the Advisory Commission on Educational Excellence for Hispanic Americans. Initially appointed 
to the National Science Board by President Bill Clinton in 1994, she served two six-year terms as 
a Board memberand three two-year terms asthe NSB’s vice chair. 


In recognition of hersuccessin building strong partnershipsbetween UTEP, the ElPaso Community 
College and school districts in the Paso del Norte region, Dr Natalicio received the Harold W. 
McGraw, Jr. Prize in Education in 1997. She wasinducted into the Texas Women’s Hall of Fame 
in 1999, washonored with the Distinguished Alumnus Award at The University of Texas at Austin in 
2006, and isthe recipient of honorary doctoral degreesfrom Smith College and the Universidad 
Autonoma de Nuevo Leon. 


A graduate of St. Louis University, Dr Natalicio eamed a master’s degree in Portuguese and a 
doctorate in linguistics from The University of Texas at Austin.

From the beginning, dedication to excellence has been the league’s 
guiding principle and remains today a common thread fora promising future. C-USA 
ishome to 12 nationally prominent, tradition-rich members in East Carolina, Houston, 
Marshall, Memphis, Rice, SMU, Southem Miss, Tulane, Tulsa, UAB, UCF and UTEP. This 
combination enhances men's and women's programs that are immersed in athletic 
successand academic prowess. Together we are committed to excellence, integrity 
and leadership in athletics, academicsand in ourcommunities. 


All C-USA institutions sponsor Division I-A football, along with several other men's and 
women 'sathletic programs, manyofwhichcompete regula ny forNCAA Championships. 
C-USA sponsors competition in 20 sports - nine for men (baseball, basketball, cross 
country, football, golf, Volleyball, tennis and indoor and outdoor track and field) and 
10 for women (basketball, cross country, golf, rowing, softball, Volleyball, swimming 
and diving, tennis, indoor and outdoor track and field and volleyball).

You Are Considered A “Representative Of UTEP’s Athletics Interests” 

(i.e., a booster) If You: 

e Have evermade any type of financial or in-kind contribution 
to the athletics department, to a specific sport program, or 
to an athletics booster organization, including purchasing 
season tickets to athletics events. 

e Are orhave been a member of any organization or agency 
promoting UTEP athletics. 

° Have ever helped to arrange or have provided employment 
for an enrolled student-athlete, a prospective student- 
athlete, ortheir parents or relatives. 

° Have ever assisted in any manner in the recruitment of 
prospective student-athletes. 

e Have ever provided benefits to enrolled student-athletes or 
their families. 

° Have otherwise promoted the institution's athletics program 
in any manner. 


Once you become a booster, you retain that status FOREVER! 

A prospective student-athlete (a prospect) isany person who has 
begun classesforthe ninth grade. A prospective tudent-athlete 
remainsa prospect even afterhe orshe has sgned a National 
Letter of Intent or accepts an offer of financial aid to attend UTEP. 
The prospect remains a prospect until they report for the first day 
of classesfora regulartem (fall orspring), they participate ina 
regular squad practice or competition, or they officially register 
and enroll and attend classes during the summer prior to initial 
enrollment and receive institutional athletics aid.

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FOR STARTERS 

UTEP enters 2010 in uncharted tenitory, with a rebuilt 
roster ready to pay dividends. Successful Miner teams 
of the past have been driven by veteran players, but 
the outcome of this season will rest primarily on the 
play of underclassmen. Head coach Ken Murphy has 
constructed a unit from the ground up and the Miners 
are hoping to achieve a break through season in 2010. 


UTEP returns two starters and five letterwinners from the 
2009 squad and welcomes six newcomers - one junior 
transfer and five true freshmen. The Miners will also 
be counting on three redshirt freshmen who gained 
valuable practice expenence last year (Melissa Toth, 
Jeane Horton and Ashley Mullens). 


While the play of young players will be important, 
highlighting the team willbe seniorveteran Patty] armoc. 
She enters her final campaign ranked fourth all-time in 
career assists with 3,187. The native of Calgary, Alberta, 
Canada, needs 1,024 in 2010 to become UTEP's all-time 
career assists leader. She also enters the year rated fifth 
in careerservice aces with 110. 


After making her debut a season ago, Cassandra 
Bunuel led UTEP's defensive threat at the net, averaging 
1.12 blocks per set (1.35 in league matches) in 2009 to 
rank fourth in Conference USA. Bunuel will have the 
opportunity to take the offensive reigns, as all four of 
UTEP's top hitters from 2009 have exhausted eligibility. 
Burruel ranked fifth behind the foursome with 116 Ks. 


Defensive standout Jennifer Nolasco retums for her 
senior campaign after posting a team-high 329 digs as 
a junior. She posted 15 double-digit dig performances 
including four 20-dig matches. She was named the 
C-USA Defensive Player of the Week on Sept. 28 after 
collecting a career-high 32 digs against Tulsa. 


UTEP, which finished 11-18 (4-12 C-USA) a season ago, 
led their opponents in hitting percentage (.206), aces 
(131), digs (1425) and blocks (270). UTEP recorded the 
highest attendance in the league, gathering a collective 
audience of 12,635 including 7,246 in home matches. 


CONFERENCE SHAKES ITUP 

A new Conference USA volleyball format for schedule 
begins in 2010. The league eliminated its conference 
championship. The league’s teams will now play 20 
conference matches instead of 16. The regular-season 
champion will eam the automatic bid to the NCAA 
Toumament. 


CHASING CHRIS 

Setter Patty Jarmoc enters the 2010 season ranked 
fourth all-time in career assists with 3,187. The senior who 
averages 1,062 assists per season, needs 1,024 assists to 
become UTEP’s all-time career leader held for 11 years 
by Chris Brand!

There has been a resurgence of local interest 
in UTEP volleyball snce Murphy took over in 
2006. The Miners have been atop the league’s 
ranks in attendance, amassing 20,279 (545 
match average) fansin 2007, 2008 and 2009. It 
marks the best three-yearstretch at the school 
in the past decade. His community efforts 
and alumnae outreach have played a big 
role in the Miners playing 15 contests in front 
of a crowd of at least 600 fans, including four 
matches surpassing 1,000 fans. 


The Miners have also excelled academically 
under Murphy’s_ tutelage. Twenty-three 
student-athletes have been named_ to 
Conference USA’s Commissioner's Academic 
Honor, with four eaming the prestigious C-USA 
Commissioners Academic Medal. Katie 
Smith gamered placement on the C-USA All- 
Academic team in 2006 and in 2009, Buruel 
was also recognized. Chavez also secured 
the league’s Spirit of Service Award for her 
community service. 


In his first year (2006), Murphy led the Miners 
to a record-breaking season. Smith and Elsa 
Reyes broke UTEP single-season records for 
assists and digs, respectively. Smith’s 1,356 
assists smashed the 15-year school standard. 
Underhisguidance, Smith received Academic 
All-Conference USA honorswhile eight student- 
athletes were named to Conference USA's 
Commissioner's Honor Roll. 


Murphy came to UTEP after serving six 
seasons as the associate head coach for the 
University of Idaho, where he helped lead the 
Vandals to back-to-back NCAA Toumament 
appearancesin 2003 and 2004. 


While at Idaho, Murphy's duties included 
recruiting and team development, with 
primary responsibilities over middle blockers 
and setters. He also oversaw offensive and 
blocking systems, as well as strategies. 


Prior to Idaho, Murphy wasan assistant coach 
at Colorado State.
